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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Beigi et al. in column 5, lines 20-34 shows that the 
distance between the probability density functions also can be computed using Kullback Leibler Distance which is the same measurement 
method used by the instant application. The measurement method includes inter-collection distance with a weighted sum of multiple 
distances (see Beigi et al., column 5, lines 35-47); hence the measurement includes distances between each member and all of the other 
elements with an MN different distance measures. 

Further, Beigi et al. in Figs. 4A and 4B, the distance measurement is carried out element by element; i.e., collection 'A' contains M n- 
dimensional distributions, A1 through AM and collection 'B' contains N n-dimensional distributions B1 through BM. An array of weighted 
row minima W1 A to WMA is computed by first calculating the distance from each A, n-dimensional distribution[s] to each B, n-dimensional 
distributions [s] to form a matrix distances from d1 1 to dMN. Hence, as noted above, Beigi et al. teaches that each Ai or An contributes 
one distance measure to each MN element. 

In regard to claims 17 and 18: the content-based search is not specific to a particular art even though the outcome is somewhat defined. 
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
